Connecticut. — Month of March, 1911. Population of reporting 
towns, 1,099,789. Total number of deaths from all causes 1,682, 
including diphtheria 23, measles 17, scarlet fever 11, tuberculosis, 
pulmonary, 139, typhoid fever 3. Cases reported: Diphtheria 164 
in 44 towns, measles 785 in 64 towns, scarlet fever 437 in 63 towns, 
tuberculosis, pulmonary, 152 in 37 towns, typhoid fever 28 in 21 
towns. 

Florida. — Week ended April 8, 1911. Reports from the State 
board of health show diphtheria present in 1 locality with 1 case, 
smallpox in 9 counties with 71 cases (1 death), malaria in 4 localities 
with 46 cases, tuberculosis in 8 localities with 14 cases, typhoid fever 
in 4 localities with 8 cases. 

Michigan. — Month of February, 1911. Population, 2,810,173. 
Total number of deaths from all causes 3,366, including diphtheria 
26, measles 18, scarlet fever 19, tuberculosis 216, typhoid fever 39. 
Cases reported: Diphtheria 218 in 52 localities, measles 1,486 in 
113 localities, scarlet fever 537 in 141 localities, smallpox 136 in 32 
localities, tuberculosis 161, typhoid fever 147 in 38 localities. 

Minnesota — Minneapolis. — Month of January, 1911. Popula- 
tion 301,408. Total number of deaths from all causes 377, including 
diphtheria 3, scarlet fever 2, tuberculosis 45, typhoid fever 1. Cases 
reported: Diphtheria 79, scarlet fever 73, smallpox 22, tuberculosis 
81, typhoid fever 21. 

Month of February, 1911. Total number of deaths from all 
causes 283, including diphtheria 4, scarlet fever 4, tuberculosis 35, 
typhoid fever 2. Cases reported: Diphtheria 50, scarlet fever 68, 
smallpox 40, tuberculosis 73, typhoid fever 14. 

Utah.— Month of March, 1911. Population 373,351. Total 
number of deaths from all causes 367, including diphtheria 7, measles 
12, scarlet fever 6, smallpox 1, tuberculosis 10, typhoid fever 2. Cases 
reported: Diphtheria 66, measles 1,058, scarlet fever 204, smallpox 
161, tuberculosis 9, typhoid fever 24. 

Wisconsin — Oshkosh. — Month of March, 1911. Population 33,062. 
Total number of deaths from all causes not reported. Ten deaths 
from measles reported. Cases reported: Diphtheria 3, measles 90, 
scarlet fever 4, typhoid fever 2.
